In  another  banner  season,  the  Lencir-Rhyne 
Softball  team  finished  48-10  in  2007.  On  April  14th 
the  Bears  won  the  regular  season  SAC  title  by 
sweeping  Carson-Newman  in  a  doubleheader,  5-3 
and  3-0.  The  Bears  also  won  the  championship  in 
2000,  2004  and  2006.  On  the  22nd,  they  captured 
the  SAC  Food  Lion  SAC  tournament,  their  second 
straight  title. 

Junior  Meredith  O'Connor  was  named  to  the  Daktronics, , 
Inc.,  NCAA  Division  II  Softball  Ali-American  Third  Team. 
O'Connor,  a  native  of  Charlotte,  N.C.,  finished  the  2007 
season  with  a  24-3  record  and  a  1 .05  earned  run 
average  to  go  along  with  a  South  Atlantic  Conference- 
record  319  strikeouts.  O'Connor  was  also  named  the 
2007  SAC  Pitcher  Of  The  Year  and  the  Food  Lion  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Tournament  Most  Valuable  Player. 
Four  players  were  named  to  2007  Louisville 
Slugger/NFCA  NCAA  Division  II  All-South  Atlantic 
Region  Teams.  Meredith  O'Connor  earned  first-team 
honors  while  catcher  Karie  Pushard,  first  baseman  Leah 
Krohn,  and  centerfielder  Taylor  Queen,  all  juniors,  were 
picked  to  the  second  team.  Krohn  was  also  a  first-team 
All-SAC  honoree  and  tied  the  SAC  single-season  record 
with  16  home  runs  and  led  the  team  in  RBI  with  47  to  go 
along  with  a  .331  batting  average.  Oueen  was  named  to 
the  All-South  Atlantic  Conference  First  Team  for  the 
second  straight  year  and  was  first  on  the  squad  in  runs 
(47)  and  stolen  bases  (nine).  Queen  started  all  56 
games  this  year  while  batting  .31 6  and  is  the  school's  all- 
time  leader  in  home  runs  with  26.  Pushard  was  named 
the  2007  South  Atlantic  Conference  Most  Valuable 
Player  and  leads  the  team  in  batting  average  (.378)  and 
on-base  percentage  (.467).  The  First-Team  All-SAC 
honoree  had  nine  home  runs  and  33  runs  batted  in  as 
well.

Young,  Talented  07  Baseball  Squad  Impresses  with  35-17  Mark 

The  L-R  baseball  Bears  posted  a  vastly-improved  35-1 7  record  for  2007  (12-11  In  the 
SAC),  and  with  20  freshmen  and  sophomores  on  a  roster  of  32,  they  offer  an  exciting 
prospect  for  the  near  future.  They  are  a  talented,  hard-hitting  bunch,  and  garnered  the 
honors  to  prove  it. 

SS  Taylor  MacCurdy  and  C  Dallas  Tarleton  were  selected  to  the  2007  All-South 
Atlantic  Conference  First  Team  while  Justin  Crowell  was  named  the  league's  freshman 
of  the  year,  SAC  officials  announced  today  as  part  of  its  annual  baseball  awards. 
MacCurdy,  a  senior  shortstop  from  Charlotte,  N.C.,  and  a  graduate  of  Providence  High 
School,  leads  the  team  in  batting  average  (.390)  and  runs  (52)  and  is  second  in  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  in  doubles  (17)  and  hits  (78). 

Tarleton  was  also  selected  to  the  2007  NCAA  Division  II  ABCA/Rawlings  All-South 
Region  Second  Team.  A  native  of  IVIonroe,  N.C.,  he  finished  third  on  the  team  in 
batting  this  year  with  a  .347  average  to  go  along  with  five  home  runs  and  36  runs 
batted  in.  Senior  outfielder  Jordan  Ackley  (Walnut  Cove,  N.C./South  Stokes  HS),  who 
is  second  on  the  team  in  RBI  (45),  batting  average  (.371),  runs  (50)  and  hits  (73),  was 
named  to  the  second  team.  Crowell,  a  native  of  New  London,  N.C.,  and  a  graduate  of 
North  Stanly  High  School,  went  7-1  on  the  year  with  a  3.21  earned  run  average  and  41 
strikeouts. 

On  August  3rd,  L-R  announced  the  hiring  of  Paul  Knight  as  its  new  head  baseball 
coad.  Knight  becomes  the  1 8th  Head  Coach  in  Lenoir-Rhyne  Baseball  history.  Knight 
comes  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  after  spending  the  past  five  years  (2003-07)  as  the  Head 
Baseball  Coach  at  Florida  Tech  in  Melbourne,  Fla.  As  Panthers  mentor,  Knight 
fashioned  a  139-128  record  (.521)  and  led  the  squad  to  36  team  records.  Knight,  with 
the  team  in  a  rebuilding  stage,  accomplished  this  while  competing  in  what  is  arguably 
the  nations  strongest  NCAA  Division  II  Baseball  Conference,  The  Sunshine  State. 

"I  am  thrilled  to  be  returning  to  North  Carolina  and  having  the  opportunity  to  coach  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne,"  said  Knight.  "I  am  also  looking  fonward  to  continuing  the  success  L-R 
has  built  recently  and  leading  the  team  to  the  top  of  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  and 
a  berth  in  the  playoffs.  This  is  a  great  coaching  opportunity  for  me."

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Lenoir-Rhyne  College's 
Visiting  Writers  Series  was 
lucky  enough  to  host  Gary 
Snyder,  who  is  a  Zen  poet 
and  environmental  activist. 
Raised  in  the  1930's  by  a 
single  mother  who  was  a 
newspaper  journalist,  Snyder 
learned  at  a  young  age  that 
it's  okay  to  question  the 
values  of  society.  After 
spending  considerable  time 
working  in  forests,  Snyder,  a 
master  of  English,  Chinese, 
and  Japanese,  put  his 
passions  for  language  and 
the  environment  together  to 
pen  many  poetry  collections, 
such  as  Mountains  and 
Rivers  Witliout  End  and  Tlie 
Practice  of  tiie  Wild.  For 
over  fifty  years,  Gary  Snyder 
has  changed  a  generation  of 
readers  with  his  social 
criticisms  and  enduring 
themes  of  wildlife.  As  an 
author,  he  has  had  influence 
over  environmental  matters.

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The  Appalachian  State  University  Football  Team  (2-0)  stayed  atop  the  gridiron  world  with  a  48-7  victory  over  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  (0-2)  Saturday  afternoon  in  front  of  a  record  28,802  at  Kidd  Brewer  Stadium  in  Boone,  N.C.  The  two  long-time  rivals 
were  meeting  for  the  first  time  since  the  1982  season.  Appalachian  State  was  ranked  No.  1  in  the  Football  Championship 
Subdivision  Poll. 

The  Mountaineers'  Trey  Elder  (Duncan,  S.C),  subbing  for  the  injured  Armanti  Edwards  (Greenwood,  S.C.)  at  quarterback, 
passed  for  210  yards  and  four  touchdowns  and  ran  for  another  score  as  Appalachian  State  extended  the  nation's  longest 
I  winning  streak  to  16  games  and  its  consecutive  home  victory  streak  to  28  contests.  Appalachian  State  scored  touchdowns  on 
I  its  first  five  possessions  and  built  a  38-0  lead  with  6:43  remaining  in  the  first  half.  Mountaineer  wideout  Dexter  Jackson 
I  (Dunwoody,  Ga.),  who  finished  with  two  touchdown  catches,  opened  the  scoring  by  hauling  in  an  1 8-yard  pass  from  Elder  for 
the  games'  first  points. 

Elder  then  connected  on  a  42-yard  strike  to  Tavaris  Washington  (Laurinburg,  N.C),  who  raced  down  the  left  sideline  for  the 
score,  before  running  it  in  from  three  yards  out  to  make  the  score  21-0  after  one  quarter  of  play.  In  the  second  quarter, 
i' Appalachian  State  tight  end  Nic  Cardwell  (Kernersville,  N.C.)  hauled  in  a  33-yard  touchdown  pass  and  Jackson's  59-yard 
touchdown  reception  rounded  out  the  touchdown  scoring  for  the  Mountaineers.  Two  of  Appalachian  State's  touchdowns  were 
one-play  drives  as  the  Mountaineers  led  38-0  at  intermission  and  48-0  in  the  fourth  quarter  before  the  Bears  finally  scored. 

Freshman  running  back  James  Pone  (Wilson,  N.C./James  B.  Hunt  HS)  led  L-R  with  91  yards  rushing  and  freshman  tailback 
!  Andrew  Courman  (Beaufort,  N.C./East  Carteret  HS)  scored  the  Bears'  lone  touchdown  with  a  five-yard  scamper  with  just  44 
[seconds  remaining  in  the  contest.  Senior  defensive  back  Danny  Boback  (Fort  Myers,  Fla./Elon  Univ.)  and  sophomore 

linebacker  P.J.  Hall  (Stanley,  N.C./East  Gaston  HS)  were  the  Bears'  top  tacklers  with  eight.

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Pulitzer  Prize-winning  autlnor  Franl<  IVIcCourt  gave  a  fun  and  insightful  talk  to  a  nearly-packed  PE  Monroe  on 
November  1st,  as  the  centerpiece  of  the  Falls  Visiting  Writers  Series.  He  recounted  stories  from  his  life,  and 
third  installment  of  his  memoirs.  Teacher  Man  -  including  what  to  do  wWh  a  sandwich  thrown  by  a  student  -  and 
traded  Irish  accents  with  English  instructor  and  fellow  Irishman  Adrian  Rice.  McCourt  is  the  Irish-American 
author  of  the  autobiographical  book  Angelas  Ashes,  which  won  a  Pulitzer  Prize  for  Biography,  the  National  Book 
Critics  Circle  Award  and  the  Los  Angeles  Times  Book  Award.  He  is  also  the  author  of  two  other  memoirs,  'Tis 
and  Teacher  Man. 

Born  in  Brooklyn  in  1931  to  Irish  immigrant  parents,  he  and  his  family  returned  to  Limerick  for  want  of  work,  and 
there  sank  even  deeper  into  poverty.  McCourts  father  was  an  alcoholic  who  was  often  out  of  work  and 
eventually  abandoned  the  family.  Three  of  the  seven  children  died  of  diseases  aggravated  by  malnutrition  and 
their  squalid  living  conditions.  McCourt  himself  almost  died  of  typhoid  fever  when  he  was  10.  When  he  was  13, 
McCourt  dropped  out  of  school,  alternating  between  odd  jobs  and  petty  crime  to  help  support  his  family.  At  age 
19,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  worked  at  odd  jobs  until  he  was  drafted  into  the  U.S.  Army.  After 
returning  to  civilian  life,  he  was  able  to  pursue  a  college  education  through  the  G.I.  Bill.  Although  he  had  never 
attended  high  school,  McCourt  was  able  to  persuade  the  admissions  office  of  New  York  University  to  accept 
him  as  a  student. 

After  earning  a  masters  degree  from  Brooklyn  College,  he  taught  creative  writing  for  30  years  in  the  New  York 
public  schools.  After  retiring  as  a  teacher,  McCourt  wrote  Angelas  Ashes,  which  has  sold  more  than  4  million 
copies  and  has  been  published  in  27  countries.  Teacher  Man  tells  the  story  of  his  career  as  a  school  teacher. 
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Acclaimed  biographer  and  journalist  Walter  Isaacson  visited  Lenoir-Rhyne  on  October  8th  as  part  of  L-R's  Visiting  Writers  Series:  In 
"heir  Own  Words.  Mike  Collins,  host  of  Charlotte  Talks,  interviewed  Isaacson  for  later  broadcast  on  WFAE  public  radio.  Isaacson  is 
he  author  of  several  best-selling  biographies  of  American  leaders.  His  books  include  Einstein:  His  Life  and  Universe,  published  in 
!007;  Benjamin  Franl<lin:  An  American  Life,  published  in  2003;  Kissinger:  A  Life,  published  in  1992;  and  Tlie  Wise  IVIen:  Six  Friends 
indttie  World  Tfiey  l\/lade,  co-authored  with  Evan  Thomas  and  published  in  1986.  Isaacson  is  CEO  and  president  of  Aspen  Institute, 
I  non-profit  organization  that  seeks  to  stimulate  dialogue  and  create  enlightened  leaders.  He  has  had  a  varied  career.  Isaacson  was 
)orn  in  New  Orleans,  La.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1974  and  was  a  Rhodes  Scholar  at  Pembroke  College,  Oxford 
Jniversity,  where  he  earned  an  M.A.  in  1976. 


He  began  his  journalistic  career  at  the  Sunday  Times  in  London.  He  has  since  worked  as  political  correspondent  and  eventually  as 
nanaging  editor  at  Time  magazine  and  as  chairman  and  CEO  at  CNN.  Isaacson  has  also  served  on  the  boards  of  a  variety  of 
)rganizations,  including  a  position  as  vice-chairman  of  the  Louisiana  Recovery  Authority  after  Hurricane  Katrina.

i  2007  season  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Football  was  the  first  under  Head  Coach  Fred  Goldsmith. 

[Goldsmith,  a  seasoned  football  mentor  who  was  an  NCAA  Division  l-A  National  Coach  Of  The  Year  at  Rice  (1992) 
and  Duke  (1994),  has  brought  excitement  and  vigor  to  the  program  since  being  announced  Head  Coach  in 
November  of  2006.  The  season  saw  its  share  of  highs  and  lows  as  the  Bears  finished  with  a  record  of  2-9  overall 
and  0-6  in  South  Atlantic  Conference  play.  Lenoir-Rhyne  picked  up  consecutive  home  victories  over  Benedict  (38- 
1 3  on  September  22)  and  Brevard  (23-1 2  on  September  29)  and  led  the  league  in  attendance  for  the  sixth  straight 
year.  Moretz  Stadium,  home  of  the  Bears,  saw  30,915  people  pass  through  the  gates  and  Lenoir-Rhyne  averaged 

1 5,1 52  fans  for  its  six  home  games. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  also  played  old-time  rival  Appalachian  State  University  on  Saturday,  September  8.  It  was  the  first 

I  meeting  between  the  two  schools  since  1 982  and  the  week  after  the  Mountaineers  upset  the  Wolverines  of  The 

I  University  of  Michigan  in  Ann  Arbor. 

Four  players  earned  All-South  Atlantic  Conference  honors  for  the  Bears.  Senior  placekicker  Andrew  Coin 

I  (Simpsonville,  S.C.)  was  named  to  the  first  team  while  senior  guard  Greg  Jones  (Elon,  N.C.),  junior  defensive  back 
Barry  Tate  (Burlington,  N.C.)  and  sophomore  long  snapper  Jordon  Simmons  (Charlotte,  N.C.)  was  selected  to  the 
second  team.  Despite  the  record,  Lenoir-Rhyne  had  several  impressive  individual  performances  on  the  year. 
Freshman  running  backs  James  Pone  (Wilson,  N.C.)  and  Andrew  Courman  (Beauford,  S.C.)  led  the  way  on  the 
ground  with  644  and  545  yards,  respectively.  Freshman  quarterback  Daniel  Anderson  (Douglas,  Ga.),  subbing  for 
the  injured  Justin  Sanders  (Monroe,  N.C),  did  an  admirable  job  under  center  as  he  passed  for  802  yards  and  threw 
two  touchdowns.  On  defense,  sophomore  linebacker  Dewayne  Jones  (Reidsville,  N.C.)  was  the  teams  top  tackier 
with  89  while  freshman  defensive  back  Marcus  Shuford  (Newton,  N.C.)  had  an  outstanding  first  year  with  the  Bears 
as  he  finished  with  76  tackles  and  tied  for  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  lead  in  interceptions  with  four. 
Lenoir-Rhynes  special  teams  was  strong  too  as  Coin  led  the  league  in  field  goal  percentage,  making  13-of-18  field 
goal  attempts  and  finishing  first  on  the  team  in  scoring  with  52  points. 
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The  Lady  Bears  season  ended 
with  2-0  loss  to  Catawba  in  the 
semifinais  of  the  Food  Lion  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Tournament 
on  November  2nd.  The  L-R 
women  finished  the  season  at  7- 
10-3,  7th  in  the  SAC.

"There  was  another  date  that  we  had  each  spring, 
a  faculty-student  picnic.  It  was  out  on  the  Catawba 
River.  There  was  no  dam  on  the  river  then,  so 
there  was  no  lake.  The  college  furnished  the 
picnic  lunch.  That  was  always  a  happy  time,  a 
gala  time  because  we  were  with  our  lovers  all  day 
long.  We  walked  to  and  from  the  river.  It  was  a 
delightful  time." 


"We  never  needed  to  worry  about  clothes  for 
Sunday.  We  all  wore  uniforms.  Each  fall  the  girls 
were  lined  up  and  measured  for  dark  blue  serge 
suits.  When  spring  came  many  bolts  of  white 
material  were  ordered,  a  heavier  type  for  skirts,  a 
daintier  type  for  blouses.  They  were  made  by  Missl 
None  Miller  who  lived  on  campus  in  a  house  which 
stood  where  the  south  side  of  the  Cromer  Center 
now  stands."

"It  was  definitely  against  the  rules  for  boys  and 
girls  to  have  dates,  except  each  first  Monday  night 
which  was  termed  'call  night'.  At  that  time  the  boys 
went  to  the  dormitory  and  rang  the  bell.  It  was 
appointed  by  an  especially  appointed  person  who 
asked  whom  they  wished  to  see,  and  then  the  girl 
was  summoned.  However  after  call  night  if  the 
boys  and  girls  were  permitted  to  attend  a 
performance  together,  as  a  lecture,  a  musical  or 
debate,  the  next  call  night  was  cancelled. 
"[On  call  night]  the  boys  wrote  formal  notes  to  their 
girls  asking  permission  to  call.  The  girls  responded 
in  the  same  manner,  accepting  or  rejecting." 


Voices  from  the  Past 


Girls  could  ndt'v&ll'k  up 
town  or  anywhere  off 
campus  unchaperoned. 
Walking  behind  them  must 
be  either  a  faculty  member 
or  a  senior  wearing  cap 
and  robe.  Also  caps  and 
robes'  were  worn  by  the 
seniors  to  church." 


"Aside  fronn  formal  dates,  another  time  we  could 
talk  with  one  another  was  in  the  evening  after 
dinner.  All  the  students  got  out  and  walked  back 
and  forth.... rather,  strolled  up  and  down  the  'War 
Path'. ...a  dirt  path  that  began  on  the  corner  of  the 
campus  next  to  St.  Andrew's  Church  and  curved 
around  the  girls'  dormitory  and  back  to  the 
starting  point." 

"We  couldn't  walk  with  the  boys,  but  they  walked 
just  behind  us  and  we  could  have  many  good 
talks  together.  Back  and  forth  and  back  and  forth 
we  strolled." 


"Sundays  were  lovely, 
We  were  not  supposed 
to  study  on  Sunday.  It 
was  sinful.  We  had  no 
classes  on  Mondays. 
That  day  was  set  aside 
for  studying,  cleaning 
rooms,  and  washing  any 
clothes  necessary. 
There  was  no  visiting 
between  boys  and  girls 
on  Sunday,  except 
brothers  and  sisters 
could  visit  during  certain 
hours.  It  was  rather 
amusing  to  see  some 
students'  claims." 
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The  Chrestonian- 
Eumenian  Hall  in 
1 909.  This  room 
was  in  Old  Main, 
which  burned  to  the 
ground  in  1927. 
The  Rhyne  Building 
stands  there  now.
